Mrs. Bid- j 
di.son was thu hi>stess of the Nauvoo 
Arnii, till' only holi'l in thy town, and 
she. had ore,u[>.'r.l the same position 
(Iniiiiii thi; days wlien Nauvoo wiis tho 
lio«(i(|uartt'is of Mormondom. 

yiui wiw about 45 years old, of medium 
hoii^ht, and ralhor stout, but (luick and 
active iti her niovenietits. Hi^r cotnplo.x- 
ioii wa;; clear, though somewhat sun- 
burnt. Her fentiir<'s v.-ere L;ood aiid rcj;- 
uiar, her ejcs very Ijlaek and piereitit-T, 
mill her hair of the saino (^olor, slightly 
turned lo ^ray.
